1. (Original) A discrete powder which comprises particles in 

which a biliquid foam has been entrapped within a matrix of a polymeric 
material. 

2. (Original) A powder as claimed in claim 1 which is a spray 
dried powder, a freeze dried powder or a powder produced by fluidized 
bed granulation. 

3. (Currently amended) A powder as claimed in claim 1 or claim 
a-daim_l which has a mean particle size in the range of from 5 to 150 
urn. 

4. (Currently amended) A powder as claimed in ^t^e^ 
uicccding cla im s daiffiJ wherein the polymeric material encapsulating 
the biliquid foam is selected from carboxymethylcellulose, 
hydroxyethylcellulose, cetylhydroxycellulose, hydroxypropylcellulose, 
hydroxylprepylmethylcellulose, hydroxyethylmethylcellulose 
methyicelluloss, ge^gelatine, gum arabic, gum acacia, gellan gum, 
shellac, carragenan, natural starch, modified starch, xanthan gum, an 
alginate, a dextrin, polyvinyl alcohol, polyvinyl acetate, 
polyvinylpyrollidone or a polyamide, or mixtures thereof. 

5. (Currently amended) A powder as claimed in aflv-^e-ef-the

substantially water immiscible internal oil phase which comprises a 
cyclomethicone, dimethicone, phenyl trimethicone, dimethiconol, 
dimethicone copolyol, trimethylsiloxysilicate, isopropyl isostearate, 
lanolate, myristate or palmitate, or octyl palmitate, avocado oil, coconut 
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on, soybean oil or sunflower oil, a cap'ryHc/capric triglyceride, a ianolin oii, 
orange oii, minera, oil or natural oil, or oleyl alcohol or mixtures thereof. 

6. (Origina.) A powder as claimed in claim 5 which comprises 
from 5% to 50% by weight of an oil, based upon the weight of the 
powder. 

7. (Origina.) A process for the preparation of a discrete powder 
which comprises a biliquid foam entrapped within a matrix of a polymeric 
material, which process comprises the steps of: 

i) preparing a biliquid foam, 

U) forming a dispersion of the biliquid foam in an aqueous 
solution, suspension or dispersion of a polymeric material, and 

Hi) subjecting the dispersion to drying under conditions such 

that a discrete powder is formed. 

8. (Origina.) A process as claimed in claim 7 wherein the drying 

is carried out by spray drying or freeze drying of the dispersion, or 
subjecting the dispersion to a fluidized bed granulation process. 

9. (Current* amended) A process as claimed in claim 7 
^wherein the biliquid foam prepared in step (i) has a mean droplet size in 
the range of from 1 to 45 micrometres. 

10. (Origina.) A process as claimed in claim 7 wherein the biliquid 
foam has a droplet size of below 12 micrometres.

paimitate, octyl palmitate, avocado oil, coconut oil, soybean oi, or 
sunflower oil, a caprylic/capric triglyceride, a lanolin oil, orange oil, 
mineral oil or natural oil, or oleyl alcohol, or mixtures thereof. 

13. (Current* amended) A process as claimed in a«r^

is an aqueous phase. 

14. (Currently amended) A process as claimed in ar^e^f

21. (Original) A deodorizing device which incorporates therein a 
deodorizing composition as claimed in claim 18.
